Count Von Waldersee Presents 
His Scheme for the With- 
drawal of the Al- 
lied Forces. 


MUST WAIT FOR SPRING. 


China Required to Give Proof of 


Ability to Maintain Order 
and Pay the In- 
demnity. 


FIXES THE GARRISON FORCE. 


{Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 

PEKIN, Jan. 20.—The ‘plan of the com- 
mander-in-chief,: Field Marshal von Wald- 
ersee, for the evacuation of Pekin and other 
places now held by the allied troops, was 
transmitted to the foreign Ministers today 
through the various commanders of the 
allles. Count von Waldersee says: 

Before this change can be undertaken 
the Chinese will have to make a start at 
least toward fulfilling the conditions of the 
peace treaty. I believe that for this purpose 
the actual infliction of punishment on the 
guilty parties as demanded by the diplo- 
matic corps would be sufficient, together 
with China’s consent to pay the different 
governments the indemnities to be demand- 
ed by them. When this has been done the 
Withdrawal of the foreign forces from Pekin 
and Pao-Ting-Fu may follow. At the same 
time the forces in Pe Chi Li may be mini- 
mized.”’ | 


Cannot Embark Till March. 

Count von Waldersee then calls attention 
to the fact that it will be impossible to em- 
bark the foreign troops before March on ac- 
count of the frozen condition of the rivers 
and harbors and the lack of transports. 
Count von Waldersee continues: 

* Tien-Tsin and the neighborhood of Shan- 
Hai-Kwan will have to remain occupied by 
international troops until the following two 
conditions are fulfilled: 

** First—The Chinese government must give 
proof that it, is willing and able to maintain 
peace and order in the Province of Pe Chi 
Li and effectually to protect missionaries, 
Christians, and other foreigners. 

“Second-The Chinese government must 
state in what manner it will manage to pro- 
vide money for the payment of the indemni- 
tles. This must be satisfactory to the pow- 


ers.“ 
Fixes the Garrison Force. 

During the transition period, Count von 
Waldersee states in his letter, international 
troops must remain as follows: 

1. A force of 2,000 in Pekin to protect the 
legations. 

2. The district of Tien-Tsin, Lutal, and 
Taku about 6,000. 

3. At Shan-Hai-Kwan, 1,500. 

4. There must be small garrisons of two 
or three hundred men each along the railroad 
line. The Commander-in-Chief suggests 
seven of these stations. 

5. The military stations on the Pei-Ho 
at Hoshiwa, Matow, and Tung Chow will re- 
main occupied until the evacuation of Pe Chi 
Li Province. The provisional government at 
Tien-Tsin will remain in force during the 
transition period. 

In another letter Count von Waldersee says 
that in time of peace it will not be neces- 
sary to occupy so many stations from Pekin 
to the sea, but the allies should have a gar- 
rison of 1,500 at Tien-Tsin and posts on the 
way to Pekin sufficiently close together to 
enable them to patrol the intervening dis- 
tance daily. He suggests that only troops of 
one nation should be at each station, and that 
the command of the whole force should 
rotate yearly between the nations inter- 
ested. 

Missionaries Enter Protest. 

The British and American missio 
today sent a note to the Ministers, com- 
! that the preliminary demand 
note presented to China was unsatisfac- 
tory to them because it does not suffi- 
ciently rebuke the Chinese government for 
ite flagrant violations of its treaty obliga- 
tions relating to missionaries and native con- 
verts, and does not provide for the payment 
of indemnities to native Christians. 

The missionaries assert that the treaty to 
be made should reaffirm and emphasize the 
clauses in the existing treaties referring to 
missionaries and definitely state that the 
Chinese, of whatever rank, shall be free to 
accept Christianity. At present officials are 
forbidden to embrace Christianity. 

The missionaries also assert that the treat- 
fes should definitely affirm their right to 
reside in the interior of the tryvnd to 
rent or purchase property for the prosecution 
of their work. They further declare that 
provision should be made for furnishing mis- 
sionaries with passports in the future which 
shall entitle them to the fullest protection 
of Chinese officials.

10 RELIEVE DROG CLERKS 


BILL FOR SHORTER HOURS AND 


HEALTHFUL SLEEPING-ROOMS. 


Repres entative Hunt Introduces in 
Springfield a Measure Calculated to 


Reduce the Burdens of Employes | 


Who Are Required to Give Most of 
Their Time te Business—Seventy 
Hours Made the Limit of Average 


Weeks Labor—Tell of Hard Lite. 


Fifteen hours’ work a day, an afternoon 
and evening off each week—some weeks 
and a Sunday offevery two weeks—or there- 
abouts—is the condition from which the 
drug clerks of Chichgo hope to be emanci- 
pated through a bill introduced in the State 
2 yesterday by Representative 

unt. 

The bill is almed to apply to cities of 500,000 
or more inhabitants, which means Chicago. 
It is intended to relieve the condition of 
thousands of young men who are working 
for meager salaries in a quasi-public ca- 
pacity as registered pharmacists under the 
regulations of the State Board of Health. 
The bill reads: 


No pharmacist or drug clerk employed in any 
or drug store shall be required to work 

more than seventy hours a week. Nothing in 
this section shall prohibit working over time 
during any week for the purpose of making a 
shorter succeeding week, provided, however, that 
the aggregate number of hours in any such two 
weeks shall not exceed 140 hours. The 
shell be arranged so that a pharmacist or drug 
clerk shall be entitled to and shall receive at 
least one full day off in two consecutive weeks. 

No proprietor of any drug store or pharmacy 
shall require any pharmacist or drug clerk to 
sleep in ahy room or apartment in or connected 
with such store which does not comply with the 
sanitary regulations of the local Board of Health. 

A failure to comply with any of the provisions 
of this act shall be deemed a misdemeanor. This 
act shall apply to cities of 500,000 or more in- 
habitants. 


What the Bill Means. 

Should the bill become a law it will reduce 
the number of hours of work for the aver- 
age Chicago drug clerks from fourteen to 
twenty hours each week. It will also, if en- 
forced by the Department of Health, compel 
hundreds of employers to provide their clerks 
with improved sleeping accommodations. 

The average salary of a registered drug 
clerk is said to be $60 a month. In the busi- 
ness section of the city salaries are a little 
higher, but the conditiong are no better so 
far as hours are concerned. Twelve to four- 
teen hours of work are demanded each day, 
with a short intermission for luncheon at 
noon. | 

In the drug stores outside of the down-town 
section the average druggist is said to re- 
quire that his clerk open the store at 7 a. m., 
sweep out, and put things in order for the 
day’s business. The clerk in most cases re- 
mains on duty till 11 in the evening. Some 
employers allow an hour for the noon-day 
meal, while others are not so liberal. 

All drug clerks in Chicago put in more 
than seventy hours a week,” said a clerk 
in one of the big down-town drug stores 
last night. In fact, the average is about 
ninety hours. More is required of a drug 
clerk in the way of qualification than any 
other occupation which takes a man behind 
a store counter. Years of study, with all the 
expense of attending college, are rewarded 
with a miserable salary and an enforcement 
of working hours that are shameful.” 


Clerks Have Few Holidays. 


Holidays are few for the drug clerks. 
Legal holidays are seldom observed, and 
Sunday is considered one of the best days 
of the week for business in stores where 
cigars and soda water are sold. 

1 go to work at 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing,” said a South Side drug clerk, ‘* and 
am supposed to quit at 10:30 o’clock at night. 
As a fact, however, my employer would 
be angry if I should close the store at that 
hour if there was a prospect of taking in 
5 cents more. I am allowed one-half of a 
day off each week, and a full Sunday every 
two weeks, providing my employer is feel- 
ing well, or he has.no plans of his own for 
spending the day. As a rule, I work fifteen 
hours a day and never less than six days a 
week, or a total of ninety hours a week.” 

Conditions are somewhat better in the all- 
night drug stores, where elerks are hired es- 
pecially for night duty. a 


Clerks Approve the Bill. 
Scores of drug clerks who were seen last 
night expressed satisfaction that an attempt 
is being made to reduce their hours of work. 


They were especially pleased with that sec- 


tion of the bill which aims to compel em- 
ployers to provide sleeping-rooms in which 
sanitary regulations are observed. 

Hundreds of clerks have to sleep in 
places not fit for a dog.“ said one clerk. 
„% The room is usually behind the prescrip- 
tion case, and the bed is often nothing more 
than a cot. I have seen such places where 
there is no ventilation. 

“The object, of course, is to catch the 
night trade. This trade necessarily inter- 
teres with our sleep, so we practically are 
on duty all the time.“ 


TELEPHONE SERVICE JS FREE. 


Huntington, W. Va., Citizens Can Have 
Bell Instruments in Their Homes 
Without Any Cost. 


Wheeling, W. Va., Jan. 30.—[Special.]— 
Huntington, in this State, is one of three 
cities in the United States where telephone 
service is had absolutely free of charge. In 
that town the Bell and a home company are 
fighting tooth and nail, and three years ago 
the Bell created a sensation by announcing 
that until further notice its service would 
be given free of charge. 

This was expected to crush the home com- 
pany, but, contrary to expectations, it has 
thrived; its rates have not been cut and the 


number of phones has increased. Of course, 


there has been an active demand for the free 
Bell phones, but the company is slow in 
complying with requests for the installation 
of instruments. 

Aside from its free service the Bell gives 
a wider service, but the fact that the home 
company is owned largely by local persons 
has given it a foothold which it is apparently 
destined to maintain. New\Philadelphia, O., 
near Wheeling, is another town where the 


Bell gives an absolutely free service, owing . 


to competition with a home company.

BEASTS PERISH 


Animals Imprisoned in Cages 
and Chained to Posts 
Unable to Escape 

the Flames. 


NO TIME TO FREE THEM. 


Two Lions Shot to Prevent Their 
Reaching the Crowd Outside 
—Women Performers at 
Baltimore Flee. 


EXPLOSIONS ADD TO PANIC. 


Baltimore, Md., Jam 30. — [Special.] — 
Caged and chained animals to the number 
of 150 perished tonight in a fire which de- 
stroyed Frank C. Bostock’s zoo, located in 
the Cyclorama Building. Two lions, mad- 
dened by the flames, had all but broken from 
their cage when fleeing employés shot them 
to prevent their escape to the street, where 
they would have vented their rage on the 
spectators. 

In addition to the animals a large collec- 
tion of birds died im the flames Of all the 
animals on exhibition only an elephant and 
a camel, two donkeys, and a pack of hounds 
escaped. 

The fire, which is supposed to have orig- 
inated from a defective electric light wire 
on the outside of the building, spread with 
such rapidity that in a few minutes the en- 
tire shell-like structure was aflame. 


Rush for the Exits. 

It was only a few minutes after the close 
‘of the evening performance when the fire 
was discovered, and the spectators, who 
were fewer than usual because of the bad 
weather, were in the aisles. A rush for the 
exits followed, but the smallness of the 
crowd prevented any serious injuries in the 
panic. 

In the dressing-rooms Mme. Chiquita and 
other female performers were changing 
their show clothes for street attire, but 
the rapid approach of the flames compelled 
them to flee half clad. 

The trainers rushed to save their charges, 
but already the fire had gained such head- 
way that the animals were beyond help. 
The cages were surrounded by the flames, 
and in few cases could the keepers approach 
the im ed beasts. 


| Animals in Wild Frenzy. 

The lions were leaping against the bars, 
which bent under the strain, so the order was 
given that they be shot to prevent them 
reaching the crowded street,

‘CHANGE IN YALE 


Hard Work and Application Necessary, 
@ vat Result Is Possible of Attainment 
—Several Bequests and Endowments 
Announced—Conditions” Abolished 
and Sixty Hours a Year in Class- 
Rooms Demanded—Range of Elec- 
tive Studies Widened. 


* 

New Haven, Conn., Jan. 30.—[Special.]— 
The Yale corporation at its meeting Here 
this afternoon took action that will give 
a bright student every opportunity in 
the world to get his bachelor’s degree in 
three years that now requires four. In 
other words, a student can hereafter go 
through Yale University in three years in- 
stead of taking four yearstodoso. A gift of 
$100,000 was also announced. 

Who gave the college the $100,000 was not 
made known. The money is to be used in the 
construction of a new building for the Yal 
medical school, to be known as the Clini 
Building. 

It was announced that $6,000 had been re- 
ceived from the family of the late Robert 
Collendar, class of 98, to found a Robert Col- 
lendar scholarship in the academical depart- 
ment. Collender was the young man whose 
home was in Providence, R. I., and who was 
found dead during the holidays while he was 
on a visit to his parents. He was a well- 
known Yale athlete, and had just started in 
business in ‘Springfield. : 

The electivé system has been greatly ex- 
tended. The range of choice in sophomore 
year will be further broadened by the addi- 
tion of courses in mental and moral sciences, 
so that a sophomore will make his choice 
from among these and nine other cpurses 


in ancient languages, modern languages, 


English, mathematics, chemistry, physics, 
and history. A new rule will be applied to 
guide the students In an advantageous se- 
lection of studies. All the important studies 
will be grouped under three heads: 

1. and literature. 

2. Mathematics and the natural sciences. 
8. Mental, historical, and political sciences, 
Each student will be required to take con- 

nected courses during three years in one 

of these departments and connected courses 
during two years in each of the other two. 

This will involve the grading of courses and 

requiring of every student a high attainment 

in one and a less attainment in two other 

Mines of study. 

A further important change in the admin- 
istration of the curriculum is made by doing 
away with all conditions.“ Hereafter a 
student must complete sixty hours of work 
in the classroom during one year. If he 
fails in any course he will not be credited 
with the corresponding number of hours and 
can only make up the deficiency by choosing 
that number of additional hours in the fol- 
lowing year. 

The sixty hours he will distribute among 
four years, though a mature and well pre- 
pared student will, under certain circum- 
stances, be able to attain his bachelor’s de- 
gree in three years. 


STATE HISTORICAL SOCIETY 
: MEETS AT SPRINGFIELD. 


Second Annual Session of the Illinois 
Association Presented with Valuable 
Relics by J. O. Cunningham. 


Springfield, III., Jan. 30.—[Special.]—The 
second annual meeting of the Illinois State 
Historical society opened this afternoon and 
will continue over tomorrow. The opening 
session was devoted to the business affairs 
of the society, including the presentation 
of the report of the secretary, Professor 
Evarts B. Greene of the University of IIli- 
nois, and the election of officers for the ensu- 
ing year.

Miss Downing, the trained nursein the em- 
ploy of the Nasons, was instantly killed by 
the breaking of a rope by which rescuers 
were endeavoring to swing her to safety ina 
room in the adjoining Union Square Hotel. 
She fell six stories, striking on her head and 
shoulders on the sidewalk, just a few steps 
north of the Hotel Jefferson's main entrance 
in Fifteenth street. The fire had been in 
progress long enough for the entire neigh- 
borhood to be aroused when this tragedy took 
place and hundreds of persons who had as- 
sembled in the street witnessed it.

OPPOSE THE BELL BILL. 


Proposed Law Prohibiting the 
Practice Denounced by 
Leaders. 


CALLED CLASS LEGISLATION. 


Albany, N. T., Jan. 80.—[Special.]—More 
than 300 Christian Scientists from various 
parts of the State were present at the com- 
mittee hearing this afternoon on Assembly- 
man Bell’s proposed law prohibiting faith 
eures from practicing the art of healing in 
this State. 

The State Medical society is in session here 
and a large number of prominent physicians 
also attended the hearing, which was held 
in the Assembly Chamber. Because of the 
sweeping nature of the bill it had been amend- 
ed so as not to apply to opticians, proprietory 
medicines, and druggists, and made to direct- 
ly strike Christian Science. 

When Judge Tallman of New York, who 
léd the opposition, declared that the question 
before the committee was not that of the 
practice of medicine, but the underlying 
question of the religious liberties of the people 
of the State, there was vociferous- cheering 
and applause. 

Dr. Bell, the father of the measure, said 
that he had introduced it at the request of the 
State Medical society. In order to me¢t the 
objections of the druggists, patent medicine 
dealers, opticians, and others who claimed 
to have been injured, amendments had been 
offered which in no way affected-its prohibi- 
tion against the practice of Christian Science. 


Calls It Class Legislation. 
Henry A. Cawl, speaking for the Christian 
Scientists, declared that the bill was class 
legislation of the most vicious type. The 
Christian Scientists were not quacks, he said. 
He called upon those present who had been 
cured by the science to arise, and nearly 
every one arose. 25

Captain Grant Marsh, an Expert in 
River Currents, Supperts the Drain- 
‘age Board’s Contention That the 
Current from the Illinois River Does 
Not Reach Missouri Side of Missis- 
sippi Till Far Below the City—Ready 

to Prove Statements. 


The Drainage board yesterday received 
from a river expert support of its conten- 
tion that the opening of the drainage canal 
has not polluted the water supply of St. 
Louis, because the waters from the sanitary 
channel do not reach or affect the Missouri 
side of the river. The expert is Captain Grant 
Marsh, who has been employed for more 
than twenty-five years as a pilot on the 
Mississippi and Missouri Rivers. ) 
Captain Marsh contends, as the result of 
close personal observation, that the dis- 
charge from the drainage canal through the 
Illinois River and into the Mississippi does 
not reach the Missouri side of the Mississip- 
pi, the side from which St. Louis draws its 
water supply, unti! at least fifty miles below 
that chy.

Heavy Purchases of Bonds of the Lex- 
ington Hotel Considered Poor Pol- 
icy—Shortage of Unknown Clerk in 
Endowment Fund, Whose Name Is 
Kept Secret by Officials, Is Made 
Good by the Men Who Stood as His 
Sureties. 


The insurance branch of the Knights of 
Pythias has undergone a complete change. 
as marked by the discovery of a defalcation 
of $6,780 by a trusted clerkAgp the Chicago 
headquarters and the resignation of John A. 
Hinsey as President of the Board of Control 
of the Endowment Rank of the order. The 
clerk’s shortage has been made good. 

The trouble arose over the purchase of the 
bonds of the Lexington Hotel by Hinsey with 
the funds of the Endowment Rank. Begin- 
ning seven or eight years ago, every three 
months, when the Board of Control met, Hin- 
sey reported that the funds of the order had 
been invested in Lexington Hotel bomds. 
They seemed a good investment, for they 
paid 6 per cent, and had been bought at 82 or 
88 cents on the dollar. The interest was 
paid regularly and all went well until one 
day the hotel company did not pay its inter- 
est. By that time the Knights of Pythias 
had aceumulated $192,000 of the bonds. Then 
there was trouble, 


Trouble at Indianapalis. 


At the Indianapolis meeting of the Knights 
in 1898 Hinsey had to face sevefe attacks on 
account of these investments of the funds 
of the order. They were led by Ogden H. 
Fethers of Janesville, Wis., who won in the 
general election of officers that followed the 
contest. 

From that time forward the Lexington 
Hotel bonds were the feature of every 
Knights of Pythias gathering. Foreclosure 
followed, and the Knights of Pythias be- 
came the practical owners of the hotel. They 
had to advance $26,000 to the receiver to pay 
the ground rent and nearly $200,000 of the 
funds of members for life insurance is now 
tied up in the property. 

Mr. Fethers, the new Supreme Chancellor, 
came into office in a protest against these 
investments, but he was powerless as long 
as there was a majority in the Board of Con- 
trol of the endowment fund against him. 
At the last meeting, which adjourned a few 
days ago, he succeeded in obtaining a neces- 
sary majority and a reorganization of the 
Endowment Rank quietly followed. Mr. 
Hinsey retired from the Presidency and 
Charles G. Neal was chosen to succeed him. 
Mr. Neal will devote his entire time to the 
order, whose business exceeds $1,400,000 a 
year in losses paid. | 


Clerk’s Bondsmen Settle. 

When the accounts of the clerk in charge 
of the “suspense account were examined 
a shortage of over $6,000 wasfound. He had 
been in the office for many years, and his 
bondsmen were given a chance to settle. 
This they did yesterday, and the money was 
turned over to the endowment fund by the 
people who had borrowed it from the clerk. 

The security company having the in- 
surance on the company was not called upon 
to make good the deficit. Mr. Hardy, the 
general counsel of the endowment fund, re- 
fused to make known the name of the de- 
faulter on the ground that the amount had 
been made good. All that he would say was 
that the man did not live in Chicago and that 
no warrant would be issued for his arrest.

The next 
Cay, according to the story told by the room- 
ing-house keeper, he was told by this woman 
that Mackie, as she called had been 
drowned in the Chicago River. eys was not 
acquainted with McKay, and was told by 
the woman, he says, the circumstances of the 
man's disappearance.

On the contrary, I am con- 
vinced that oleomargarine as made by the 
best methods today is clean, wholesome, and 
nutritious. My opposition to this substance, 
therefore, is not based upon its manufacture 
and sale as oleomargarine, but. solely to its 
masquerading as butter. 

“ The legislation which we need in a case 
of this kind is not to levy a tax on the whole- 
some and nutritious article of food which is 
grateful, especially to the poor, but to pre- 
vent absolutely the manufacture and sale of 
oleomargarine as butter. 

“ There ts nothing easier for the chemist 
than to distinguish oleomargarine from but- 
ter. Any law, therefore, which would punish 
the fraudulent sale of cleomargarine as but- 
ter can be most easily enforced, The con- 
viction and imprisonment of a few offenders 
would exercise a more salutary effect upon 
this fraud than any amepnt of taxation could 


produce. 

“The Brogjus bill which is now pending 
before the House of Representatives, and the 
Mason bill now on the calendar of the Sen- 
ate, provide ample means for the absolute 
suppression of the fraudulent trade in oleo- 
margarine as butter, and the passage of this 
legisiation would supplement such State leg-

EDITORS SUGGEST NEW LAWS. 


Illinois Press Association Has Scheme 
to Do Away with Evils of the 


After an address by President A. C. Bently 
the Illinols Press association yesterday went 
on record in favor of legislation to compel 
rallroads to redeem unused transportation at 
all stations and to prohibit the sale of rail- 
road transportation by any one except duly 
authorized agents of the roads. Sale of passes 
by editors was deplored and the ticket scaip- 
ers were denounced. President Bently said: 

The effect of the proposed law, it was 
held, woutd be more reduced rates, more ex- 
cursgions, more advertising in the newspapers 
by the railroads, and a more generous treat- 
ment of the newspaper publishers by the rail- 
roads. 

It would be better for editors in general,“ 
said President Bently, if they paid cash for 
their transportation and received cash for 
their railroad advertising. Our railroad news 
would be more accurate and authentic. But 
this can never be done. I expect to see the 
time when any bona fide editor can ride to 
any part of the country with advertising 
space in the Slabtown Courier, be it ever so 
remotely located from a railroad point. 

“Complaint has been made that certain 
passenger agents Have refused contracts with 
newspapers remotely located. But the pas- 
senger agent who refuses to let a bona fide 
editor ride on his road, I say is a lobster and 
a chump. ' 

“In speaking of the disposal of transporta- 
tion by violating confracts, I believe we 
should strike at the root of the evil. I be- 
lleve that the ticket broker is not only the 
enemy of the newspaper publisher, but also 
of the common people.“ &

Will Try to Establish Line in Accord 
with Supreme Court Ruling, but Ac- 
cretions May Cause Trouble. 


Two important problems in 
dreds of thousands of dollars were taken up 
by the Lincoln Park board yesterday after- 
noon.

MAY FIGHT WITH NICARAGUA. 


Costa Rica Angered Over Abduction of 
General Mena by Troops from a 
Neighboring Republic. 


New Orleans, La, Jan. 30.—[Special.J— 
News from unquestionably authentic sources 
today reached New Orleans to the effect that 
the republics of Costa Rica and Nicaragua 
again have a quarrel which may v re- 
sult in hostilities. 

A little over a week ago a band of Nicara- 
guan soldiers, acting under orders, crossed 
the Costa Rican frontier, surprised the gar- 
rison at La Cruz, and captured the command- 
ant and General Louis Mena, the hero of the 
Reyes revolution. 

General Mena and the Costa Rican officer 
are now in prison at Managua and will doubt- 
less remain there wntil the matter has been 
definitely settled. 

General Mena, who has been the cause of 
more anxiety to President Zelaya than any 
man in the tropics, has been a resident of 
Costa Rica since the failure of the Reyes 
revolution in March of 1899. Years before 
General Mena had fought against the ruling 
power of Nicaragua, and when he heard that 
General Reyes, then the Governor intendente 
at Bluefields, had revolted against Zelaya’s 
rule, he at once went to his assistance. He 
subsequently escaped to Costa Rica, where 
he resided up to the time of his abduction.

The 
mirrors, glasses, decanters, and bottles were 
quickly smashed, and the cash register 
broken up into an almost’ unrecognizable 
mass of metal. An the liquor found was 
poured out on the floor. 


Joint Keeper Shows Fight. 

Half a block away was another saloon, and 

it was the next to be visited. The doors 
were securely locked, but a few blows from 
the axes in the hands of the women smashed 
the plate glass windows, and made entrance 
to the interior easy. 
At this saloon the women met with the first 
resistance. The proprietor’ was inside, and 
he showed fight, but as he attempted to strike 
one of the women, her husband, grasping a 
whisky bottle, brought it down with full 
force on his: head, laying open the scalp and 
knocking him senseless. 

By this time the news of the crusade had 
spread all over the town, and a large crowd 
followed the women and witnessed the de- 
molition of two more galoons. 

When the raid was ended the women held 
a prayer-meeting in the street, in full view | 
of one of the wrecked saloons. 


Prayer in the Streets.

EXPERIENCES OF A SPELLBINDER. 


William Dudley Foulke of Indiana gives 


in the February Forum some interesting 
experiences in his long career as a cam- 
paign speaker. He has addressed all sorts 


of audiences in all kinds of places, and is 
able to make some useful deductions, He 


finds there is a great difference in audiences 
as to applause. Gatherings in large cities 


are more demonstrative than those in coun- 


try districts, and a Western audience is 
more generous in this respect than one in 
New England. Mr. Foulke thinks a Chi- 
cago audience is more responsive than that 
of any other Northern city, and lie looks 
upon a well crowded gathering in the Audi- 
torium as about the choicest assignment 
that any. spellbinder could desire. Some 


hudiences are slower than others in see- 
ing the point,“ d-thete is often a great 
difference in erént groups even in the 
same audi Mr. Foulke says he has 


often seen a ripple of applause or laughter 

break out in a particular spot and gradually 
spread in circling wa ves until it reached the 
extreme verge of the crowd, 

In many New England towns the people 
treat a political speech with the same solem- 
nity as a sermon. They seem to have an 

idea that it is not polite to interrupt a 
speaker with applause. Mr. Foulke’s ex- 
periences in that region recall the com- 
plaint made by James Lane Allen, the Ken- 
tucky novelist, who said that when lecturing 
in Michigan he could not tell whether his 
audiences liked him or hated bim. At one 
quiet: Maine town Mr. Foulke found an 
amusing modification of the custémary 
New England The committee- 
men and local part leaders arranged them- 
selves in a semicircle on the platform, like 
the performers in a minstrel show, and 
solemnly administered a clapping of hands 
whenever the speaker made a hit, while the 
audience maintained absolute ailéhce.- 


Another peculiarity of New England 
dudlences seems to be their love of sta- 
tisties. For them there is a convincing 
power in exact figures, such as $576,968,- 
435.69, especially in the odd cents, which 
no other form of rhetoric can supply. Mr. 
Foulke discovered that in a prosperous 
Maine town he could command the intense 
interest of his hearers so. long as his stock 
of statistics held out, but fhe moment he 
wént off upon what be considered more in- 
teresting subjects the attention of the audi- 
ence flagged. > 

joys and sorrows of the spellbinder 
are with: both humor and insight 
by Mr. Foulke. His confessions and dis- 
coveries are full of useful suggestions for 
all public speakers. He shows that speak - 
ing over the heads of an audiehce may be a 
physical as well as an intellectual mistake. 
He found that an audience which he could 
not hold from a pulpit: became enthusiastic 
when he stepped down and spoke from the 
aisle. He confesses that he may not have 
been so successful in his career on the stump’ 
as the bumptuous spellbinder who triumph- 
antly announced to the National committee 
‘that at a certain town he had had“ eleven 
applauses and three ‘ go ons, but he cer- 


—— 


tainly learned many useful sectets of cam- 
paign oratory. It ie interesting to know 
that he regards the speljbinder’s préfession 
engage. 


BEING A COLONEL. 
Gentlemen who refuse appointments as 
honorary Colonels on the staff or the Gov- 
ernor certainly have a poor appreciation of 
the pictaresque and spectacular. They 
lack that longing for the pomp and glitter of 
lite which has led many men into pesitions 
even more dangerous than that of leading 
a charge down Pennsylvania avenue to 
the Capitol on inauguration day. They are 
unappreciative fellows who fail to recog- 
nize that a commission as staff Colonel is 
the greatest bargain in glory every offered to 
the sovereign citizens of a democracy. 

In the first place, a staff Colonel will 
never be suspected of entering politics for 
the money there is in it, a. consideration 
whieh should be worth something to a 
patriotic citizen, He will gain a title with 
the smallest possible risk to life or limb in 
its acquirement.. He will receive the ap- 
pla use of the multitude and the smiles of 
women

| of numberless processions and pageants, 


At great receptions he will be an honored 
guest; impressing the populace with his 
splendor and making hundreds happy by 
making their humble hands. 


There is only one consideration which may | 


lead a man to decline a commission as hon- 
erary Colonel, though eager to accept it, 
If he doubts his ability to sit a spirited 
horse in gallant fashion while the band 
plays Dixie and the animal side-steps 
he should decline for the good of the service. 
It is only a step from the sublime to the 
ridiculous, and that etep is always taken 
when a staff Colonel falls over the neck 
of a prancing street car horse temporarily 
serving as a charger. But once assured of 
his ability to ride, and taking it for granted 
that he has the money with which to buy 
a glittering uniform and a sword, the man 
who refuses to serve his State as an aid 
to the Governor shows remarkable strength 
of mind.

‘A DECAYING PASSION. 

An editorial article in the February num- 
ber of Scribner’s Magazine calls attention 
to the “ décline of hatred,” and shows that 
both in literature and in life this passion 
has become passe. Hatred of certain 
causes and prineiples we have everywhere 
treated, hatred of theories and ideas. But 
individual, ,personified enmity, intense 
enough to last a lifetime, and bending all 
the events’ of existence, to its malignant 
will, is employed charily nowadays in any 
literary or dramatic work that aims to be 

a faithful presentment of the conditions 
4 modern life, of progressive society.” The 
author of this optimistic article does not 
believe that the counterpassion of love is 
waning; on the contrary, he declares that 
no ancient ever brought love forward with 
greater power to wring the soul than has 
Edmond Rostand in Cyrano.” 

Ot course, te prove that individuals are 
losing the power to hate each other one 
would have to make a personal canvass of 
hearts, but, no doubt, such an experiment 
would prove that the corner in one’s heart 
that has been reserved for one’s enmities 
is becoming more and more occupied, by 
the furniture of one’s affections. On The 
other hand, though we are no longer given 
to turning a poisoned dagger against the 
bosom of our foe, we sometimes send him 
a box of poisoned gum drops and thus 
pursue ‘vengeance through another chan- 
nel. And, then again, there are conversa- 

tional confections, seémingly so sugary, 
which in reality conceal a sting and which 
perhaps embody the modern męthod of ex- 
pressing hatred.

DEATH oF THE REV. H. R. HAWEIS 
The Rev. Hugh Reginald Haweis, 

known in the religious world as incumbent 
of St. James’, Marylebone, London, and a 
special preacher at Westminster Abbey, 
died in that city on Tuesday last. Though 
prominently connected with the’ English 
church he is much better known as a literary 
and musical writer than as preacher or 
theologian. He was one of the first to es- 
tablish “ Sunday evenings for the people 
in London in which orchestral music and 
exhibits of sacred paintings formed part 
of the service, The establishment of “ Pen- 
ny ‘Readings " for the people and the open- 
‘ing of museums in London on Sunday are 
also due to his persistent efforts. 

Mr. Haweis was a lover of music from 
his earliest years and took warm interest 
in its progress. He was an excellent violin 
player and, perhaps, in his case, a good 
musician was spoiled to make an ordinary 
minister. He was regarded as an expert 
on violine and bells, and one of his works, a 
study of old violing and violin makers, is 
one of the best ographs on that sub- 
ject in musical literature. His list of 
published works is quite large and includes 
not only musical treatises but books of travel 
‘and essays upon a wide variety of topics. 
His last work was a readable and pleasant 
sketch«of his trip around the world, includ- 
ing a visit to this country. His best known 
work, however, is Musi¢ and Morals,” a 
collection ot essays on misieal topics, which 
though they do not contribute any new in- 
formation are, nevertheless, written with 
an enthusiasm and attractiveness of style 
which have made the book an unusually suc- 
cessful one.
